“To know that what is inscrutable 
to us exists in reality and is mani-| 
festing itself to us in the form of 
highest wisdom and beauty which, 
with our weak human intellect, we 
cannot comprehend but in the most 
primitive form—this knowledge, this 
feeling is the centre of true religios- 
ity.” 

Certainly this is not confessing the 
notion or idea we Catholics have of 
religion, but it is the confession of a 
learned man who, without being a 
Catholic himself, bows to the Divine 
Being whose inscrutability, sublimity 
and wisdom he recognizes.
